WARSHIPS AT HALIFAX. 


Halifax, N. S . April 12 —Great ex- 


citement prevailed yesterday when the 
signal station announced that two large 
American men-of-war wer« approaching 
the harbor.

bent upon the nation to adopt must 
needs beai to the traditional policy of 
our goveinment If U la to be in accord 
with the precepts laid down by th > 
founders of the republic and rellgiousl>

The piesent revolution is but the suc- 


cessor of othei similai Insurrection" 
which have occurred In Cuba against 
the dominion of Spain, extending over a 
period of nearly half a centurj, e~ch ol 
which, during its progress has subject 
ed the United States to KI eat ettor t and 
expense in entoiclng Its neuttaliiy laves 
caused enormous losses to American 
trade and commerce, caused in itati'in

minister, Canovas, led to a change of 
government in Spain. The former ad- 
ministration, pledged to subjugation 
without concession, gave place to that 
of a more ftberal party, committed long 
In advance to a policy of reform, Inv olv- 
ing the widest principle of home rule for 
Cuba and Porto Rico The overtures ot 
this government, made through its new 
*nvoy, General Woodford, and looking 
to an immediate and effective ameliora- 
tion of the condition of the island, al- 
though not accepted to the extent of ad 
mitted mediation in any shape, were 
met by assurances that home rule, in an 
edvanoed phase, would b« forthwith of- 
fered to Cuba, without waiting for the 
war to end and that more humane meth- 
ods should thenceforth prevail in the 
conduct of hostilities.

inent of Spain continued and completed

24th of Deceniber last I caused to be is- 
sued an appeal to the American people 
inviting coritiibutions In money or in 
kind for the succor of the starving suf 
fereis In Cuba, following this on the 8th 
of January by a similar public an- 
nouncement of the formation of a cen 
trol Cuban relief committee with head- 
quarters in New York city, composed of 
three members, representing the Ameri- 
can National Red Cross and the religious 
and business elements of the community 
The efforts of that committee have been 
untiring and have accomplished much 
Arrangements for -free transportation 
to Cuba havt greatly aided the charita- 
ble work 
The president of the Ameri- 


can Red Cross and representatives of 
other contributory organizations have 
ganerously visited Cuba and co-opeia- 
t«d with the consul general and the local 
authorities to mak« effective distribu- 
tion of the relief collected through the 
effort* of the central committee 


Nearly $200,000 In money and supplies 


has already reached the sufferers and 
more is forthcoming The supplies are 
admitted duty free and tiansportatlon 
to th« Interior has been aranged so that 
the relief, at first necessarily confined to 
Havana and the larger cities, is now ex- 
tended through most If not all of the 
tow ns wher* the suffering exists Thou- 
sands of lives have already been saved 


The necessity for a change in the con-

near us and with which our people have 
luch trade and business relations— 
U hen the lives and liberty of our citizens 
are in constant danger and their prop-
